C-Al/IFOK.NIA'S METAL PRODUCTION. 
' 


The. products of the metal mines of California 


for the calendar year of 101S, that is gold, silver, 
copper, lead and zinc, was valued at $32,223,500, 
according to the preliminary figures prepared 
by the United States Geological Survey. 
This is 


§5,452.500, or fourteen percent, less than the out- 
put of 1917. 


Gold production reached a value of |17,242,400 


in 1918, as compared to §20,087,504 in 1917. This 
was a Joss of |2,S45,000, the largest item .in- 
cluded in the total decrease in the value of 
metal mine products. 
This falling off in the gold 


yield during 19J8 was less than was expected. 
Conditions were most unfavorable for many 
min- 


ing operations and the gold mine operators, es- 
pecially of deep mines, either reduced (heir work- 
ing forces to a mere skeleton 
organi/ation or 


closed down altogether. 


Iii summing up these adverse conditions Mr. 


Charles G. Yale of the San Francisco office of the 
Geological Survey has this to say: 


•'There has been a great scarcity of ^killed la- 


bor in the mines of the State, and the operators 
have been compelled to employ older men and 
younger men tJian customary, with a resultant 
decrease in efficiency. 
Moreover, labor, sup- 


plies, power, powder, steel ajnd other, materials 
became so expensive that numbers of small mines 
Lad to close down altogether, and the larger ones 
curtailed operation. 
Again, owing to railroad 


restrictions, it was difficult and sometimes im- 
possible to obtain necessary machinery within 
any reasonable time. 
The conditions existing 


during 191S have affected the deep mines much 
more unfavorably tiian placer mining. 
The low 


grade of the ore in the greater mines of the 
Mother Lode section of the State compels strict 
economy at all times, and wilb steadily rising 
costs in all directions it became impossible for 
some of them to continue operations except at a 
loss. 
As a result, several Mother Lode com- 


panies discontinued producing operations and 
contented themselves with keeping the mines 
clear of water until conditions might change.' 
Other companies reduced working forces, hungi 
up part of their stamps, and virtually ceased' 
their normal production. 
Some smaller mines^ 


throughout the State I'olluwed the load of the; 
larger corporations, but a great many of these; 
ceased operations entirely for the time being. 
The cost of producing an ounce of gold com- 
pared with what they received for it, became too 
great for them to continue. 


"The 
deep mines of California, to which these 


statements refer, produce about (iO per cent -of 
ilie gold of the State annually. 
The remainder 


of the gold is recovered by various forms of placer 
mining, the most productive of which is dredging.j 
The dredging industry has not been so materially' 
affected by war conditions as the quarly.-tnining 
industry, but it has nevertheless been hampered 
to some extent: by lack of supplies and especially 
by less efficient labor than formerly and a les- 
sened supply of electric power. 
For a time dur- 


ing 1JUS the power companies cut the power sup- 
ply of the dredging companies down by 10 per 
cent, and later, for .six weeks or more, they cut 
the supply down 33 per cent. 
Tliis naturally 


compelled the larger dredging companies to close 
down some of their boals allogeflier ami reduce 
work on others." 


In addition to ihe dillicuHies .surrounding (lie 


operation of the mines, the operators were also 
influenced to slow up production by the fact that 
when produced gold would only buy from GO to 50 
per cent of what could be purchased two or three 
years ago. 


But notwithstanding all that has been said, it 


is apparent that California is still a. great: gold 
producer. 
I t is also In be noted that there is a 


marked revival in (lie hydraulic mining industry! 
after over thirty years of virtual idleness of for- 
mer large producers. 
At many places in the 


San Joaquin and Sacramento drainage basins 
preparatory operations arc under way under the 
regulation of the California Debris Commission. 
Even during the war year several easfern capital- 
ists have invested in placer properties.

arteries of man. 
You can feel tho 


pulse and count its beat at any place 
an artery is near'the surface of tho 
skin. 
Thus the pu)se can be plainly 


telt at the wrist, abovo the thumb 
on both sirles o£ the forehead, at th», 
ankles, over the heart, at. the angle 
ot tho jaws and various other spotH. 


The heart o£ tho'average healthy 


individual makes a complete com- 
pression and relaxation 72 times a 
minute. 
It has an equal number of 


rest periods each minute. 


Besides the phonedoscope or steth- ' 


oscope with which a physician inter- 
prets the heart beat itself, other in- 
Btruments, such as tho "sphymus" 
or sphysmograph, are employed to 
test and record the character "of the 
pulse.. 
This latter instrument is a 


miniature typewriter with a ribbon 
and a pencil instead o£ lettered keys. 
Kiich wave or motion of the pulse at 
the wrist, when this instrument is 
fastened th'ero, is written upon tho' 
carbonized ribbon. 


The penciled , lines are 
angular, 


wavy, small, largro, rounded, pointed/ 
smooth, quivered, coarse or fine, ex- 
actly as your pulse la at the time "its,' 
moving finger writes, 
and 
having 


written, moves on." 
This littlo tool' 


of precision has an arrow to mark' 
seconds and minutes also. 
In this' 


way you can observe the number of' 
beats of the pulse per minute. 


Physicians, psychologists and phys- 


iologists with precise, scientific iii-' 
tentions, prefer to 
rely 
upon 
the! 


sphysmograph in preference to other 
methods of reading the pulse. Upon 
its ribbon they can sometimes Inter-' 
Pret fear, anger, various emotions.' 
Interest, prido, passion, pain, inat-' 
lentlon, deep feeling and even lies. 


It the subject hat- hardened arter- 


ies and a hjgh blood pressure pulse, 
anser, fear, pride, self-preservation' 
and other influences are even more 
quickly recorded than Usual. . 


One practical business man says he, 


has found the sphysmograph a use-' 
ful means to find the value of let- 
ters and 
advertisements. 
Tho in- 


crease of Interest and attention at 
the reader is shown upon the little 
ribboned chart by a rise In the height 
of the pulse curve. Loss of Interest 
shows a drop or fall of the curve. 
The pulse appears to show an Instant 
response when an advertisement or 
letter contains a feature that almost 
impels the reader to instant action. 


An advertisement, a written arti- 


cle, 
a lottor, which makes you feel

Investiga-tion as to the cause of the 


explosion of gelatine dynamite at the 
plant of the Hercules Powder Works 
in Contra Costa county, in which 
four men were blown to atoms an'd a 
$10,000 property loss sustained, has 
been begun by L. H. Sperry and W. 
H. McBryde, assistant superintend- 
ents, In the absence of Superinten- 
dent E. D. Armstrong, who left yes- 
terday morning for the East. 


This was the first explosion at the 


plant for three and a half years. 
There were no accidents during the 
entire time that the company was 
engaged !n making war munitions 
for the government. 


The men who met their fate as a 


result of the explosion were all resi- 
dents of Hercules. 
The dead are: 


John Sriydcr, S4, who leaves a widow 
and daughter; 
Pon R. Clausen, a 


widower, who is survived by a 5- 
year-old 
daughter; 
Otto Glcsberts 


and 
William 
C. 
Chadwell, 
both 
single. 


At the time of tho explosion the 


four men were alone in the building, 
or greater loss of life would have 
resulted, as the'gelatine mixing plant 
was blown to atoms. 
The building, 


which was constructed of wood, was 
small. Fragments of all the bodies 
except that of Cadwell were found 
and identified by shreds of clothing. 
One was Identified by his watch and 
another by his teeth.
